To antiquaries and lovers of the Fine Arts the book is indispensable. It connects 
the works of Winckelman and Cicognara, and forms with them a most interesting 
series. 

This fine work was the first in which the idea of exhibiting the progress of Art, 
bj representations of its noblest monuments, was perfectly carried out. By a series of 
accurate engravings from celebrated monuments, we trace the transitions of Art from 
the classic period to our own times. Sculpture, painting, the art of illumination, and 
the art of engraving on wood, on gems, and on medals are similarly represented.

n His great work, the ‘Iconografia Espafiola,’ published in 1855 and 1864, contains 
seventy-four 4 portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating ‘ from the eleventh to the 
seventeenth centuries.’ Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish and 
French, was his own work. Amongst the gems of this collection may he named the bas- 
reliefs of Charles V and his Empress, attributed by Cean Bermudez to Pompeo Leoni, 
and now in the Museum at Madrid ; portraits of Philip II when young, and in his old 
age ; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de Austria, Philip’s wives, and the famous 
‘one-eyed’ Princess of Eboli.

“ One of the noteworthy features of modern Japanese literature is the publicatien 
of works—books, periodicals, and photographic albums—on the art of Japan. In 1781 
a connoisseur (Micbitaku) compiled a treatise on sword furniture, and, naturally 
dwelling with special affection on the achievements of the fourteen Goto experts, con¬ 
veyed his sense of the qualities of each by the aid of similes. Thus he declared that 
the work of one recalled white sails scattered near and far over the wide sea when 
outlines are softened by spring's brooding breath ; that the skill of another had 
a certain quality of richness, tenderness, and restfulness comparable with such a scene 
as the carriage of a nobleman standing beside a rustic fence overgrown with convol¬ 
vulus blossoms; that the sentiment evoked by the chiselling of a third was as that 
awakened by resting under the shadow of a patriarchal pine and looking out on aglow 
of cherry bloom, and so on through all the list. As applied to sculpture on metal, and, 
above all, to designs chiselled on weapons of war, such descriptions are unexpected ; 
and the reflection they suggest is that if so much poetry were associated with this com¬ 
paratively mechanical branch of art, the realm of painting must have been very rich 
in idealism. 


u As to that, however, the Japanese themselves furnished no information. Their 
artists and their critics maintained unbroken silence through century after century, and 
thus it came to be said at last that Japan would never have learned the glories of her 
own art had not foreigners undertaken to expound them. The late Dr. Andenon may 
be said to have been the pioneer explorer. He approached the task with all the 
earnestness of an eager student and all the fidelity of a man of science, so that his 
noble volumes are a classic and will long remain 60. Louis Gonse brought to the 
subject all the sparkling insight of the Frenchman. M. Goncourt discoursed upon it 
with the voice of a veritable enthusiast. Mr. Fenollosa, by his notes and by the grand 
collection of pictures that he made for the Boston Museum, placed America on almost 
as high a plane of connoisseurship as that reached by France, and many other minor 
writers worked with illuminating care in special directions. But all these foreign 
critics laboured under a common disadvantage; their range of acquaintance with the 
works they undertook to discuss was limited. 

“ There the Japanese themselves bad to render active assistance, and that is what 
they have been doing with increasing assiduity and enterprise during the past ten years. 
Publication after publication has issued from the press. The earliest were naturally of 
minor importance, the Fine Arte Magazine , for example, and the Hansei Zaethi, 
together with others of an equally unpretentious character. But by-and-by came the 
Kokka (National Flowers), followed after a few years' interval by the Bhimbi Daikan 
(Grand Survey of True Beauties) and the Art Folio —magnificent books qualified to 
bring even the most ignorant stranger into intelligent touch with the best phases of 
Japanese art. The Kokka has lived for over thirteen years, issuing its beautifully illus¬ 
trated numbers month by month ; the Shimbi Daikan has reached its ninth splendid 
volume, and of the Art Folio eight have appeared. What these periodicals do is to 
present to their readers finely executed photogravures and chromoxylograpbs of the best 

E ictures and other works of art in Japan, all the private collections as well as the 
eirlooms of Buddhist temples and even the treasures of the Imperial Palace being 
freely drawn upon. 

“ The 4 Masterpieces Selected from the Korin School ’ is a volume beautiful in 
everything that can be supplied by the crafts of the printer, the binder, the paper- 
maker, the photographer, the chromoxylographist, and the engraver. For the sake of 
the foreign public the text of one set of volumes is in English.

Nagler and Brulliot, who mention a series of plates on this subject by the same 
artist, both agree in giving the number as 12, though Nagler, it is true, questions this. 
Evidently the existence of a title to the series was likewise unknown to these authorities. 

Brulliot ascribes the work to Jean Nicholas Hoogenberg, who was born in 1500 
and died, according to him, iQ 1554, though Nagler gives the date of his death as 1545. 

Here Brulliot is incorrect, while Nagler's account of the real author's life seem to tally 
with the date of the work catalogued above. According to Nagler, Johann Hogenberg 
or Hoogenberg worked in Cologne between 1590 and 1610, and, if this be correct, then 
the series under consideration represents some of his earlier work.

ikann Elias Bidinger was horn in Ulm , Feb. 1 6th, 1698 (Feb. 15 Ih, 1695 ?) 
and died in Augsburg, Aprit 10, 1767. After receiving tuition from 
Retch in Ulm and Falk in Augsburg he lived for three years in Ratishon. 

On his return to Augsburg he produced his unrivalled series of about 1400 
engravings of animals. No other age or country has ever brought forth so 
eminent an exponent of the art that Ridinger made his own. His bold 
masterful style is tot all t / dissimilar to the more refined work of our English 
Landseer, nor can the humorous sketches of Aiken be for one instant compared 
vrith the German master's serious efforts at portraying the details of the 
chasp, and the shooting of game. On the continent and in English artistic 
circles he has long been appreciated, but until within the last year or so, 
collectors of all things sporting have somewhat neglected him. However, the 
eagerness with which his engravings are now being sought for , begins to show 
that this neglect can no longer be laid to their chatge.
